The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.

Councilmen White moved that the Minutes of the previous meeting be
approved. The motlon, seconded by Conncilman Pearson, carried by the following
vote:

MR. CHAS. RASH, Capitol Ares Farm and Ranch Club, asked permission to
have a midway at their Live Stock Show February 22, to February 2Tth, and asked
rermission to put up a fence at thelr expense, take it down, and f£ill up the
holes. The City Manager stated the Club had agreed to leave the property in the
same condition as when they started., Councilman Long moved the Capitol Area
Farm and Ranch Club be granted permission to use the premisesg(the Coliseum and
area up to Disch Field) as outlined by Mr. Nash in accordance with Mr. Seaholn's
plans. The motion, seconded by Councilman Pearson, carried by the following
vote:

WHEREAS, Mrs. Fred H. Matthys has made application in writing for perpis-
gion to operate in her residence a day nursery school, complying with all City
and Stete regulations, on Lot 9, Block D, in Highland Park in the City of
Austin, Travis County, Texas, the same being on the east side of Highland
Terrace and locally known as 4605 Highlend Terrace, which property is located
in an "A" Residence District and under Section #4, Item 13a of the Zoning
Ordinance requires a special permit from the City Council; and

WHEREAS, this application has been congidered and approved by the City
Council of the City of Austin, therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT permission for the operation of a day nursery school at the location
described above be granted to Mrs. Fred K. Matthys.

The Council received a petition submitied by MR. C. L. JONES protesting
locating a mursery school at 1027 Ellingson Lane as requested by MRS, JOHNNIE
ARDERSOR. The Counecll deferred action on this request until the following
week in order to better acquaint themselves with the particular problem.

The Council had bvefore it for reconsideration the following zoning
application:

SAM WILLIAMS and 4811-17 and LB19 From "A" Residence
MARVIN E. JOBNSON Airport Blvd. To "C* Commercial 6th
Height and Ares
RECOMMENDED by the Plan~
ning Commission
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MR. GIBSON RANDLE represented opposition and pointed out deed restrictions
in the property. Discussion was alsc held on the size of the lot and size of
building permitted under 6tvh Height and Area. The Mayor asked that those who
favored affirming the recommendation of the Planning Commission to vote "aye;
those opposed to vote "no". Roll call showed the following:

The Mayor announced that the change had been granted, and that the City
Attorney would draw the necessary ordinance.

The Council had before it for consideration the following original zoning:

AREA 8 -~ Industrisl Area - east of old city limit line north
of Colorado River to Jain Lane to "A" lst Height
and Area, on "A", "B", & "C" Distriets, and "D" on
the industrial districts.

The recommendation from the City Planning Commission recorded in full
in the Minutes of October 22, 1953. Councilwan Long moved that the recommenda-
tion of the Planning Commission be amended to drop that interim wedge on down
to Bast Tth Street taking in this vacant area known as the Petri tract, making
it a part of the original plan, "A" Residence. The motion, seconded by Councile-
man Thompson, carried by the following vote: :

Councilman lLong moved that the 200' change to "D" be made in compliance
with the lines set out in this proposed ordimance and by the City Attorney (200!
west of Airport Blvd. from Bolm Road to intersectidn of East Tth Street). The
motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

Aye‘s: Councilmen Long, Pearson, White, Mayor McAden

The Council had before it the supplemental recommendation of the Planning
Commission presented November 25:

"This is to advise that your City Plamning Commission has considered the
individual request of Mr. and Mrs. Scotty Childress, lessees, for "C-1" Originsl
Zoning for property located west of the interesegtion of East lst and East Tth
Streets and on the north side of the intersection of East let and East 5th
Streets.

"The Commission considered the followlng factors in arriving at its
conclusions:

"1, This property is in the middie of a section of Area 8 which has been
previously recommended for & "D" Industrial classification in the
establishing of Original Zoning. ‘

2. There is an established tourist court and cafe located on this _
property vhich serve the existing industrial activity around it.
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"3, A commercial classification of a part of the area recommended for
industrial would not permit the establishment of uses which are
incompateble with industrial development.

"y, A "C.1" clagsification on this property would be at considersble
distance from the residential dlstrict as submitted and proposed
in thg Commission's prior recommendations for Original Zoning in
Ayea C.

"The Comnission has approached this matter entirely and solely from the
standpoint of land use zoning and its relationship to the ultimete development
of the property in question and its effects on the surrounding area. While
the Commission recognizes that there may be other factors which should be
considered before actlon is taken by the City Council on this request, it has
not found any reasons from the standpoint of land use zoning why the esteblishe
nent of this property as a"C-1" clasification in the interior of a "D" Indus-
trisl classification should be granted.

It was recommended that the City Council in establishing the Original
Zoning for Area 8 that the property of Jack H. Key as described above be
established as a "C~1" Commercial Original Zoning."

The Ihyor asked that those who favored affirming the supplemental recom-
mendation of the Planning Commission to vote "aye"; those opposed to vote "no".
Roll call showed the following:

The Mayor anncunced the original zoning of AREA 8 had been zoned as
recommended by the Planning Commission and as amended this morning, and the
City Attorney was instructed to draw up the necessary ordinance.

The Council had before it for consideration the following recommendation
of the Planning Commission:

AREA 6 . South Austin: Original Zoning

"The south Austin Area consists of a very large tract of land
extending east and weat across the former South City boundary,
and then south bo include most of the major developments in
South Austin. This asrea is generally bounded on the east by
South Congress Avenue and on the west by South Lamar Boulevard
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and Manehaca Road. The I. & G.N. Railroad is located approxi-
mately midway between the two major notrth-south streets. Exist-
ing land use immedlately to the east and west of South Congress
Avenue ls established as retall and commercial. Retail uses are
also located at the 1intersection of South First and Radam Lane,
on the north side of Fort View between Banister and Mancheca Road
and at the intersection of Manchaca Road with South Lamer Boule-
vard and on the east side of South Lamar Boulevard extending
north. The remainder of this large distriet is either vacant

or developed with residential, sipgle family homes. The mroperty
immediately adjoining the rallroad is generally vacant.

"The Planning Department received contects from fourteen property
owners from this area conceraning the original zoning of their
properties. Each of these owners were individually notified and
thirteen appeared and spoke before the Planning Commission. Care-
ful consideration was given their request with due regards to the
need of the people of the City and of this commnity, and to the
future Master Planning Developments. Reports concerning available
water, sewer and street planning were cobtained and presented from
the Public Works Department and from the Water Department. Seve-
ral members of the Planning Commission personally toured the

area with the Planning Department and thus visited the individual
sites of pending requests. This completed, it was voted to
recommend to the City Councll that it establish for the section
known as South Austin the following zoning classifications:

"(1) Use District “D* Industrisl, Height and Hrea District Sixth,
for property east of South Congress Avenue, from Woodward Street
south to Industrial Boulevard.

"¢2) Use District "C" Commercial, Height and Area Sixth, for
one tier of lots immediately to the west and bordering on South
Congress Avemie.

"(3) Use District "C" Commercial, Height and Area Sixth, for
propexrty at the northwest and southwest intersection of Redam Lane

. andSouth lst Street; for property at the southwest intersection of
Banister and Ft. View Road and at the northeast, southwest and
northwest intersection of Manchaca Road and Allred Lane. A
similar classification for property at the intersection of South
Lamar Boulevard and Manchace Road and for property east of south
Lamar Boulevard hetween Manchaca Road and the former CityLimit
line..

"(4) vse District "B" Residential, Height and Ares District Two,
for the property known as 310 Radam ;.ane , and 500-508 Clarke
Street. ‘

"(5) Use District "A" Residential, Height and Area District First,
for all remeining properties in this district not previously
desceribed.

Councilman Pearson moved that the Council uphold the recommendation of
the Planning Commission on AREA 6 and zone it accordingly. The motion, seconde
by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

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The Mayor ammounced the original zoning of AREA 6 had been zoned as
recommended by the Planning Commission and the City Attorney was instructed
to draw up the necessary ordinance,

The Couneil had before it for consideration the following recommendation
of the Planning Commission:

AREA 9 - East Austin: Original Zoning

"The East Austin Area is divided east and west of Springdale Road,
the west being property generally between the former Clty Limit
line and Springdale Road. The developments in this tract restrict
themselves to property immediately adjacent to the few roads
bigecting this area. East to west development is located on
East 19th Street, East 12th Street, Rosewood Avenue and Goodwin
Avenue,&from north to south +the development i3 located on
Airport Boulevard and Springdale Road. Commercilal developments
exist on the east and west Airport at 12th Street and at Spring-
dale Road. It should be noted, however, that part of this area
has been previcusly zoned by City Council action and that bhet
4 joritynofoekisting comercialydeveldpments alreedy has a per-
manent business classification. Inspection reveals that the
remainder of Tract Nine (9) is developed with single family
homes which are occupied in part by Negroes. Lots in general
are plotted in an irreguler manner, and are in some cases occupled
by dwellings substandard in construction.

"All interested property owners in this neighborhood were notified
of the Public Hearing. Individual sites as well as the general
area were inspected by both members of the Planning Commission
and the Planning Department. A comprehensive study completed,

it wvas voted to recommend to the City Council that it establish
for that area known as Area Nine (9) East Austin the following
zoning classifications:

"(1) Use District "C" Commercial, Height and Area District Sixth
for property east and west of Airport Boulevard from 12th Street

- south of the intersection of Airport Boulevard and Rosewood and
for the triangular tracts adjacent to Airport Boulevard at the.
:I.ntersection of Goodwin Avenue and Springdale Romd.,

"(2) Use District "A" Residential, Height and Ares District Firsi
for the remainder of Area nine (9).

Councilman Pearson moved that the recommendation of the Planning Com-
mission be adopted. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the
following vote:

Ayes: Councilmen Long, Pearson, Thompson, White, Mayor McAden
Noes: None

The Mayor announced the original zoning of AREA 9 had been zoned as )
recommended by the Planning Commission and the City Attorney was instructed to
draw up the necessary ordinance.
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The Council had before it for comsideration the following recommendation
of the Planning Commission:

AREA 10 - East Austin, East of Springdale Road: Original Zoning

"Bast Austin Area 10 embraces a strip of land north of the MKRT
Railroad from Springdale Road east to the new City Boundary east
of Tennehill Street. An established industrial district develop-
ed with crude oil storage is located in the southwest cormer of
this area. North of the industrially developed property, the
remainder of this district is composed of residential homes, the
extreme north area being a colored neighborhood bordered on the
south by a Latin Ameriean district.

"Some retail facilities exist at the intersection of Webberville
Road and Eastfield Avermue. This property although located in
the ares ammexed to the City hme previously zoned commercial by
Council action. The existing residentisl commnities are charac.
terized by a lack of continuity and are unrelated to any business
development. The Plapning Commission recognizes the necessity
of neighborhood planning and discussed to great length the
feasibility for development of community facllities on various
tracts.

"Interested property owners in this distriet were notified at
the public hearing and their individual and community problems
were discussed by the Commission. Field inspections were agaln
made by the Planning Department and Commission members. Hearing
and inspections completed, it was voted to vecommend to the

City Council for that Area known as East Austin Area Ten (10)
that they extsblish the following zoning claksifications:

(1) Use District "D" Industtial, Height and Aves District Sixt
on all preperty north of MK & T Railroed and east of Spring-
dele Read presently owned and designed for oil storage.

"(2) Use District "C" Commerciasl, Height and Area Sixth: on
property located at the southeast intersection of Ft{. Branch
Road and Webberville Road.

"(3) Use District "A" Residential, Height and Area District
First: on all remsining property in this area.

Councilman Pearson moved that the recommendation of the Planning Commis~
sion be adopted. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the
following vote:

The Mayor announced the originel zoning of AREA:TC had been zoned as
recommended by the Planning Commission and theCity Attorney was instructed to
draw up the necessary ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE EXTENSION OF
CERTATN BOUNDARY LIMITS OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN
AND THE ANNEYATION OF CERTAIN ADDITIONAL
TERRITORY CONSISTING OF 9.89 ACRES OF LAND,

SAME BEING ALL OF MANOR HILLS, SECTION 2, A
SUBDIVISION OF A PORTION OF THE A. B, SPEAR
SURVEY IN THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TRAVIS COUNTY,
TEXAS, WHICH SATD ADDITIONAL TERRITORY LIES AD-
JACENT TO AND ADJOINS THE PRESENT BOUNDARY LIMITS
OF THEE CITY OF AUSTIN, IN THE PARTICULARS STATED
IN THE ORDINANCE.

The ordinsnce was read the third time and Councilman White moved thsat
the ordinance be finally passed. The motion, seconded by Councilman Pearson,
carried by the following vote:

Councilman Pearson offered the following resolution and moved its
adoption:

(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, Western Waterproofing Company is the Contractor for the
cleaning and waterproofing of a bullding located at 200 West Thh Street and
desires & portion of the sidewalk and street space abutting Lot 6, Block 82,
of the Origimal Clty of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the cleaning and
waterproofing of the Building, such space to be used in the work and for the
storage of materials therefor; +therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereimabove enumeraied be granted to said
Western Waterproofing Company, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk end Street Working Space

Beginning at the southeast corner of the above de-
seribed property; thence in a southerly direction and
at right angles to the centerline of West Tth Street to
a point 6 feet south of the property line; thence in an
easterly direction and parallel to the centerline of
West Tth Street approximately 46 feet to a point; thence
in a northerly direction and at right angles to the
centerline of West Tth Street to the southeast corner of
the above described property;

Thence in an easterly direction and at right
angles to the centerline of Colorade Street to a point
6 feet east of the east property line; thence in a

northerly direction and rarallel with the centerline of
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colorado Street approximately 128 feet to a point;
thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to
the centerline of Colorado Street to the northeast corner
of the sbove described property;

Thence in a northerly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of West Tth Street Alley to a point
6 feet north of the north property line; thence in a
westerly direction and parallel with the centerline of
West Tth Street Alley approximately 46 feet; thence in a
sofitherly direction and at right angles to the centerline
of West Tth Street Alley 6 feet to the northwest corner
of the sbove described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
sald Western Waterproofing Company, herelnafter termed "Contractor", upon the
following express terms and conditiqns:

{(1). That the Contractor shall comstruct a four-foot walkway within
the outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway +to
be protected on each side by & guard rall at least four feet high and substan-
tially braced and anchored, and withoul wood strips or obstructions of any
kind along the pavement with the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of
the City officials 1t becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor
within the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Bullding Inspec-
tor immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to
prevert sagging under load.

{(2). That "NO PARKING" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(3). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs of
other pubiic utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(). That provisions shall be made for the normsl flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due 40 obstruction of any such storm water.

(5). That the Contractor shall place on the ocutside corners of mny
walkway, barricades or cbstructions, red lights during sll periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(6). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials apd other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on sald sidewalk or street had ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than January 1, 195k. ‘

(7). That the City reserves the right to revoké at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installstion
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(8). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in msking such grant re-
serves the right to enber and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.
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(9). That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the acitivites necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Con-
tractor, Clty forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at
the Contractor's expense.

(10). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000300), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin sirom any claims or damages to
any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by
reason of the exercise or abuse or the privileges granted the Contractor by
the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of gll sidewalks,
pavement and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed|
during the construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a
walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space. '

The City Manager presented & recommendation of the Tax Assessor and
Collector regarding the formulation of a policy of Administrative procedure to
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regulate control and expedite the procedure of correcting mistakes upon the

tax rolls, making adjustments in valuation and making refunds of over payments.
Mr. T. B. Marshall was present to discuss this. The Mayor suggested further
consideration on this matter, and no action was taken at this time. (Un file in
City Clerk*s Office under - TAXES - Tax Roil, Tax Ratio, and Miscellaneous)

Councilman Long filed with the City Clerk the following statement and

asked that it be put in the Minutes as official record:

"Flagrant violations of the €ity charter are revealed in
the financial reports given the Council in connection with the
new city budget.

"In three sections of Artiele VII, the Charter provides that
no money is to be spent umless it has been appropriated by the
Council. Sect. 2 (3) of Article VIT says that "unless the Director
of Finance shall certify that there is an unencumbered balance
in the appropristion and funds aveilabie, no appropriation shall
be encumbered and no expenditure shall be made."” Section 7, Article
' VII says that '"in no event shall the aggregate or depertmental or
agency allotments exceed the appropriation available to such depart-
mente or agencies during the fiscal year." Sect. 8 of Article VII
says: "No funds of the city shall be expended nor shall any
obligation for the expenditure of money be incurred except in
pursuance of the annual or interim period appropriation ordinance
provided by this charter. At the close of each fiscal year any
unencurbered balance of an appropriation shall revert to the fund
from vhich appropriated and may be re-sppropriated by the City
Council."

These Charter provisions are very clear. Yet the Manager's
budget summary of 1953 expenditures shows these things:

On Page 9 of the revised 1954 budget, general fund operating expendi-
tures are estimated %o total $5,997,613. The Council appropristed only
$5,827, lilirSor these purposes. Page 18 shows expected 1953 expendi-
tures in the utility operating fund of $2,430,951. Yet the Council
has appropriated only $2,292,202 for these purposes.

"Page 18 of the budpet shows property additions to the
Utility Fund during 1953 estimated to total $2,008,681. The
Council has appropriated omly $1,608,604 for this purpose.

‘"These three items show prospective over-expénditures of
gégg,169, $138, 749 and $k00,077 in these three funds, a totel of

»995.

"If you will remember last summer, I said that revenues would
be above the budget estimates and that the eleetric rate increase
was 1ot needed to finsnce a pey raise for city employees. These
figures show that I was correct and that 1953 revenues will run
nearly $700,000 above budget estimates. But instead of having
that money left over to finance next year's city business, the
City Manager 1s spending it, in violation of the t‘ity Charter.

"When I attempted to call this to the Council's attention,
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" I was subjected to a stream of abuse from a councilmen who, at
election time, sounded like he was interested 1n seeing the City
Charter followed.

"The figures are there. They speak for themselves. If the
CityManager's own figures on 1953 spending are correct, then he
and his Finance Director have flegrantly violated the Charter
by spending nearly $700,000 which they were not authorized to spend.
If that money were Teft over, as it should have been, the 1954
fiscal problems would be far less severe.

"Name calling won't erase the fact that nearly $700,000 of
illegal spending is taking place. The Council made a few smmll
additional appropriastions during the year, but did not authorize
such amounts as these., The Manager said, when I ralsed the question
and before another Counciliman Attacked me for daring to question
the Manager, that it had been the euetom for him to spend all that
came in.

"Ours is a government of laws, not of men. I have little hope
that the laws will be followéd by this administration, but I am
£iling this informatlon in the minutes of the council meeting to
"show that one council menmber, at least, advocated that the City
Charter be cobeyed, and that the City Manager not be tmrned loose
to spend without any control or supervision by the elected repres-
antatives of the people.”
